My Dear .'^ir: — 

jlef erring to your question as to what candidate I have 
decided to vote for, for President, at the November election, I 
wf'uld say that 1 am go'm^ to vote for Me^'^r^. Taft and Sherm;m, 
whom 1 regard as the regular nominees for the Kt'piiblican Party. 

I attended the Chicago convention as a Roosevelt delegate, 
but from my observation and experience there 1 consider it was
